PRESIDENT'S NOTES 

The Palm Beach Community 
College District Board held its 
regular monthly meeting April 
14 at the Eissey Campus in 
Palm Beach Gardens. In 
presentations before the 
Board, Joseph Bukowski, cam¬ 
pus provost, reviewed the stu¬ 
dent body profile in terms of 
status, gender, majors and eth¬ 
nic breakdown. 

Additionally, Patricia Ander¬ 
son, campus dean of student 
services, presented an over¬ 
view of student activities. 
Presently, there are 14 differ¬ 
ent campus clubs. 

A Fiber Optic Network 
Committee progress report was 
presented by Facilities Director 
John Wasukanis, Senior 
Systems Programmer Roy 
Burke and Media Services 
Coordinator Bill Buntin which 
addressed the increased capa¬ 
bility of the campuses to com¬ 
municate electronically. 

In other agenda items, the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations were 
addressed: 

•Approved plans to incorpo¬ 
rate future classroom renova¬ 
tion with the renovation of the 
District Board of Trustees 
meeting room. 

•Approved renovations for the 
area south of Central Campus 
Building 210 to create a pedes¬ 
trian plaza with a walkway 
canopy constructed to visually 
mark a main entry to the cam¬ 
pus. 

•Approved agreements with 
WXEL, Barry Telecommunica¬ 


tions, Inc. for telecourses to be 
offered during summer term 
1997-98 and fall and winter 
terms 1998-99. Currently, 
Palm Beach Community 
College, Barry University, 
Indian River Community 
College and Broward Comm¬ 
unity College are working on 
articulation agreements which 
will enable community colleges 
to offer complete associate in 
arts degrees by public televi¬ 
sion and allow universities to 
pick up at the junior year to 
complete baccalaureate de¬ 
grees. 

•Approved the appointment of 
Richard Becker as the new vice 


president of administration 
and business affairs. Since 
1987, he has served as the 
associate vice president of 
accounting and finance at 
Brevard Community College. 
Becker replaces J. Barry 
Rogers, who retires effective 
April 30.

PBCC PLANS FALL 
TRANSITION 

Palm Beach Community College's 
plan allowing the transfer of the 
Palm Beach County School 
District's adult vocational pro¬ 
grams beginning in fall are still on 
track even though major issues 
remain unsettled. PBCC Trustees 
and the Palm Beach County 
School Board will hold a joint 
meeting on May 4 to discuss the 
proposed three-year effort that 
was devised by a task force of 
educators and business leaders. 

The transfer of postsecondary 
adult vocational education pro¬ 
grams from the School District to 
Palm Beach Community College 
came as a result of new state leg¬ 
islation. Superintendent Joan 
Kowal and other supporters of 
the initiative believe that the plan 


will ultimately save money and 
open up space at the three tech 
centers now offering adult class¬ 
es. The three year transition is 
expected to impact 6,000 full¬ 
time adult vocational students 
and 38,000 students enrolled in 
short-term courses. 

PBCC President Dennis P. Gallon 
is confident that the plan will 
succeed, even though the state 
has not committed any capital or 
equipment start-up funds. PBCC 
is expected to officially begin the 
takeover July 1 with nine courses 
that require minimal equipment 
requirements. The current trans¬ 
fer timetable is as follows: 

•July 1998: Accounting, financial 
records, commercial food, truck 
driving, architectural drafting, 
mechanical drafting, structural 
drafting, commercial art and 
marine technology. 

•July 1999: EMT, firefighter, 
computer applications, computer 
program, data entry, word pro¬ 
cessing, electronic tech. 

•July 2000: Child care provider, 
cosmetology, facial and nails spe¬ 
cialties, massage therapy, LPN, 
medical assistant, patient care 
assistant, surgical tech. Also 
apprenticeships in carpent¬ 
ry, electrical, fire sprinkler 
tech, masonry, paint/decorating, 
plumbing, sheet metal, structural 
steel, tile setting. 

•July 2001: Applied welding tech, 
auto body repair, auto detail, 
auto service tech, cabinetry, 
diesel engine, electricity, gas 
engine service tech, heating/air 
conditioning, truck/bus mechan¬ 
ics, marine mechanics. 

PBCC JOINS TEACHER 
RECRUITMENT EFFORT 

Palm Beach Community College 
President Dennis P. Gallon, Palm 
Beach County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Joan Kowal and Florida 
Atlantic University President 
Anthony Catanese recently 
announced a cooperative effort to 
recruit and train Palm Beach 
County students to become 
teachers. 


In this new program, students 
with teaching potential will be 
selected as early as middle school, 
and will begin special training in 
high school. They will then be 
able to enroll in Florida Atlantic 
University's five-year Genesis 
training program - the final year 
being paid and devoted to prac¬ 
tice teaching. 

Additionally, Palm Beach Com¬ 
munity College students would 
be allowed to transfer into the 
program, which until now has 
been available only to those 
entering Florida Atlantic 
University as freshmen. 

Genesis graduates would receive 
both bachelor's and master's 
degrees and be qualified to teach 
elementary through high school. 
They would also be guaranteed 
jobs in the Palm Beach County 
School System.
